STORET, short for STOrage
and RETreival, isanational en-
vironmental database developed
by the U.S. Environmental Pro-
tection Agency (EPA) in the
early 1960s to promote central-
ized storage and retrieval of en-
vironmental monitoring data
collected by states and tribes.
The “legacy” version of
STORET was run in the not-so-
user-friendly mainframe com-
puter environment, which often
left users discouraged and frus-
trated. Starting in 1999, EPA
redeveloped STORET on an
Oracle platform to take advan-
tage of the more modern archi-
tecture of personal computers
and local servers. Environmen-
tal data from sediment and wa-
ter, and biological datacan now
be entered into STORET from a
local personal computer using
software provided free by EPA.
Users retain ownership over
their copy of STORET and
choose when (or whether) to
share data with EPA. All data
shared with EPA is made pub-

Anacostia gets much

needed federal help

Deadline draws near for smaller ssormwater permitees

The Maryland Department of the Environment’ s Water Manage-
ment Administration (WMA) recently adopted a general permit to
cover those local governments affected by the U.S. Environmental
Protection Agency’s (EPA) Phase Il stormwater program. Com-
posed to meet requirements in the Clean Water Act (CWA) and
National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) regu-
lations, this general permit will require an increased emphasis on
controlling runoff and pollution discharged from storm drain sys-
tems from small urban municipalities throughout Maryland.

Adopted on April 11, MDE general permit (No. MDR 055500)
addresses shortcomings left by EPA’s NPDES Phase | stormwater
program and, more importantly, requires each placethat is affected
by Phase Il to implement six programs to improve urban water
quality. MDE estimates that nearly 50 towns and cities from as far
west as Washington County, through the Baltimore-Washington,
D.C. suburbs, to Southern Maryland will be covered by this gen-
eral permit.

EPA’s original NPDES stormwater regulations, passed in No-
vember 1990, identified 11 categoriesof industria activity and storm
drain systems serving populations greater than 100,000 as major
sources of pollution. On the municipal side of this program, indi-
vidual NPDES stormwater permits subsequently required places
like Baltimore City and County and Montgomery, Prince George's,
Frederick, and Charles counties to invest heavily in activities and
programs to address significant pollutant discharges from the most
highly populated jurisdictionsin Maryland. Having been in place
for a decade, these Phase | permits created an increased focus on
runoff management but left small municipalities located within
these counties out of the regulatory arena. NPDES Phase 11
stormwater regulations were used to address this shortcoming

and include these areas into the scheme to improve stormwater
pollution control programs.

Adopted in December 1999, NPDES Phase Il stormwater
regulations require permit coverage for towns with populations
greater than 1,000 that are located within 2000 census desig-
nated urban areas. Each locality is required to implement six
minimum control measures or programs. These include public
outreach, public participation, illicit discharge detection and
elimination, erosion and sediment control, post construction
stormwater management, and good housekeeping. Each mu-
nicipality can implement these measures independently or rely
on the adjacent county performing identical functions under
Phase I. Additionally, Phase Il allows “qualifying local pro-
grams’ to be used by small localities to comply with permit
conditions. Examples of “qualifying local programs” include
Maryland’ s on-going new devel opment stormwater management
and MDE’s statewide erosion and sediment control programs.
Each of these satisfies two of the six minimum control mea-
sures.

The general permit adopted recently provides the easiest way
that local governments can apply for NPDES Phase ||
stormwater coverage. A simple permit application, or Notice
of Intent (NOI) form, acknowledging the existence of the gen-
eral permit and its conditionsis submitted to MDE. Inthe NOI,
localities describe the goal s and expected practices used for the
minimum program elements, the entity responsible for each,
and the timeframe for program implementation. The applica-
tion deadline is June 13, 2003.

ful skyline,” Governor Ehrlich
said. “What will get built here
will reduce sprawl by reducing
demand on green space.
Brownfieldscleanupiscritically
important from both an environ-
mental and economic develop-
ment standpoint. It is an indis-
pensable tool in the revitaliza-
tion of urban communities.”

Fourteen yearsago, the Mary-
land Department of the Environ-
ment (MDE), EPA along with
Honeywell Corporation, the
site’s owner, began actions to
investigate and cleanup the area
so that future development op-
portunities could be pursued.

Now with that work compl ete,
Harbor Point will becomeacen-
terpiece in the continuing revi-
talization of Baltimore's Inner
Harbor. Under the direction of
Struever Brothers, Eccles and
Rouse, 1.8 million squarefeet of
mixed-used space representing
up to $400 millionin new invest-
ment will lead to creation of as
many as 5,000 jobs. The rede-
velopment master planaso calls
for a major public park and
promenade.

“Administrator Whitman’s
Land Redevelopment Agenda
will help ensurethat the ultimate
goal of brownfields cleanup -
redevelopment - is achieved
once environmental remediation
has occurred,” the Governor
added.

The national agenda outlines
60 approachesthat EPA can use
in promoting land reuse
throughout the country. Ex-
amplesof thesetoolsinclude: (1)
EPA is training staff and man-
agersto understand private sec-
tor needs in conducting real es-
tate transactions and is forming
Regional Land Revitalization
Teams. (2) EPA is leveraging
grant resources across multiple
federal cleanup programsto fa
cilitate area-wide cleanup and
reuse of multiple contaminated
properties.

policies and practices concern-
ing liability issues to promote,
whereappropriate, revitalization
of properties.

“The Land Revitalization
Agenda fosters EPA’ s ongoing
efforts to return blighted prop-
erties to productive use to ben-
efit communities, the economy
and the environment,” said
Whitman. “Harbor Point truly
epitomizes what the Agenda is
all about. This redevelopment
project has not only resulted in
a safe and clean environment,
but will help resurrect
Baltimore's economy and pro-
vide the city with new jobs.”

Baltimore Mayor Martin
O'Malley was also on hand for
the announcement. “Sites like
Harbor Point have vast potential
to expand jobs, and boost the
surrounding neighborhoods,” he
said. “1 am pleased that the EPA
has devised and is now imple-
menting the Land Revitalization
Agenda to help remove one of
the last hurdles to redevelop-
ment - the fear of contamination
and the liability associated with
the cleanup.”

After 140 years of chemical
manufacturing, AlliedSignal,
now Honeywell, acquired the
property in 1954, and undertook
a $100 million chromium
cleanup and closure project in
conjunction with the govern-
ment entities.

“Our Baltimore Inner Harbor
project has succeeded because of
the strong partnership we have
had with EPA, the state of Mary-
land and the city of Baltimore,”
added Ted Fischer, Honeywell’s
Vice President, Health , Safety,
Environment and Remediation.
“All of us have supported a
shared vision of cleanup and fu-
ture development that will pro-
vide new economic and recre-
ational opportunitiesfor theciti-
zens of Baltimore.”

Rich Eskin, TARSA deputy di-
rector. “Additionaly, capitaliz-
ing on STORET will alow the
department to provide datato the
public.”

Data from MDE's STORET
database will periodically be
uploaded to EPA and made pub-
licly available via EPA’s
STORET’ swebsite.

EPA also provides free soft-
ware that will alow data manag-
ers to upload historical data to
STORET and permits users to
download selected data from
STORET into PC spreadsheets
for analysis. STORET will com-
pel somebasic disciplineonways
inwhich TARSA dataand infor-
mation are structured. This sets
uniform standards (which cur-
rently do not exist) for identify-
ing al sampling stationsthrough-
out TARSA.

For example, al monitoring
stations must include a unique
identification for each station, the
waterbody type, geographic co-
ordinates, geopositioning daturm/
method, the state and the subdi-
vision. It will not permit the en-

try of duplicate data, which is
currently possiblewithinexisting
databases. It will also requireuni-
form nomenclature for descrip-
tions of data results such as con-
sistent chemical and nutrient de-
scriptions and biological organ-
ism identifications, which cur-
rently may vary within the
administration’s decentralized
databases. Furthermore, informa-
tion from each data manager can
be segregated into separate files
which control data using a pro-
gram-specificidentification code
provided by the EPA, aswell as
program-specific passwords.
These segregated files, referred to
in STORET as “Organizations,”
provide access security, which
will limit data entry for specific
projects by STORET Organiza-
tions.
